Revelations of “high finance” in the 
affairs of the Coudrey-Gardner twin in- 
surance companies led Friday to the 
indictment by the Federal Grand Jury 
of a number of officers and former of- 
ficers of the avo concerns, the Conti- 
nenta!l Life Assurance Co. and the Inter- 


4 national Fire Insurance Co. 


Great secrecy was preserved at the 
Federal Building as to the fact that the 
insurance companies were under inquiry. 
The books of the companies were taken 
before the grand jury, and former em- 
ployes and vcthers familiar with the pro- 
moters’ transactions were heard as wii- 
nesses. 

The indictments are included in a list 
of 18 returned Friday, but withheld from 
publicity until arrests can be made. 
Eleven other indictments wera made 
public, the persons named being under 
arrest. . 

Assistant District Attorney Hall said 
he could jpake no ‘statement about the 
indictments withheld from the record. 
Tt is known that no “not true bills” 
were returned, as is the custom when 
the grand jury investigates a case. but 
-¥eturns no indictment. 

Harry M. Coudrey ts a former con- 
gressman from the Twelfth Missouri 
District and was a well-known St. Louis 
clubman. He has not/been in this city 
since his term in Congress expired last 
spring, and has state that he does not 
intend to return here to live. 

The twin. insurance companies were 
promoted by Coudrey, who, according 
to the testimony'of Harry B. Gardner 
in litigation following the alleged im- 
proper handling of funds. of the com- 
panies, was paid $26,000 to drop out of 
the companies.

According to testimony taken in re- 
ceivership actions against the companies, 
Charles L. Shaw was the most success- 
ful stock salesman, aside from Harry 
B. Gardner. 

The specific charge contained in the 
indictment voted on Friday morning 
was the use of the mails for fraudulent 
purposes in the organization of the com- 
panies and in the sales of stock. 

The investigation leading up to the 
voruag on the indictment was made by 
Postoffice Inspector William L. Reed 
and the case wa’ handled before the 
grand jury by Assistant United States 
District Attorney Homer Hall.

Water Commissioner Wall told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Friday that he intend- 


ed to begin, early in 1912, the installation 
of 102,500 meters in the homes and busi- 
ness establishments of St. Louis water 
consumers. He estimated the cost of 
each meter and installation _at $20, mak- 
ing the outlay necessary. for metering 
the connections, $2,060,000. He said the 
work of installing the meters would 
be completed in not less than three nor 
more than five years. 

“In 1912 the Water Department will 
sper’? $250,000 putting in meters,” said 
Water Commissioner Wall. ‘The an- 
nual waste of water is now very great, 
and it will be an economy for the city 
to introduce meters in every home and 
business establishment where. water is 
consumed. Eventually it will also result 
in a reduction of the water rates. 

Waste Is 25 Per Cent. 

.“The waste now aggregates 25 per cent 
of all water delivered to unmetered con- 
sumers. In the summer time people 
attach hose pipe to water connections 
and let the water run day and night. In 
the winter time many consumers let the 
water run all night to keep the pipes 
from freezing. Leaky pipes are not 
mended. Consumers think so long. as 
they get an unlimited quantity of water 
by paying their license it is not neces- 
sary to conserve the supply. 

“Last year we pumped 27,000,000,000 
gallons through the city mains. Of this 
14,000,000,000 gallons passed through me- 
ters or Was used by the street and fire 
department. Of the 13,000,000,000 gallons 
delivered to other consumers, more than 
3,0.0,000,000 gallons were wasted. 

“It is to stop this enormous waste of 
water that we propose .to introduce the 
water \méter in the homes of the peo- 
ple.’’ : 

The Water Commissioner's report 
shows that $1,183,560 was charged against 
the distributing department of the water 
system last year. This expense included 
the clarification ard purification of the 
water, the pumping and clerical work. 

The loss, according to these figures, 
| resu'ting from the 25 per cent waste, 
was $120,000 for the year. 

The. Water Commissioner says the 
maximum pumping capacity of the de- 
partment was reached several times last 
summer, an at unless the meters are 
installed to stop the waste it will be 
necessary to increase the pumping ca- 
pacity. .

She be- 
came sick on the night of Oct. 17 after 
she had gone home from school, appar- 
ently in good health, She went into 
convulsions in the night and Dr. Ed- 
ward Richter, 7310 Michigan avenue was 
called. The next morning Dr. R. Speer 
was also called, and the two physicians 
pronounced the ailment tetanus, caused 
by vaccination. 

wn the advice of Dr. 
was taken to the city hospital Oct. 18. 
Thursday at 4 a. m. 
The parents gave their consent for a 
post mortem, after the doctors had to.u 
them it was necessary to determine the 
exact cause of death. 

lr, Speer told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er Friday that there is no doubt in his 
mind that the chiid died from tetanus, 
and that the tetanus was caused by 
vaccination. He said that no bruises 
or contributing causes to tetanus were 
present except the ‘‘angry arm of the 
child, resulting from the vaccine. 

The principal of the Carondelet School, 
Miss Choisel, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that she Was present when the 
child was vaccinated and that all of the 
usual precautions were used. She said 
the child’s arm was washed with soap 
and water and bathed with alcohol . 
fore being vaccinated. She said that the 
doctor seemed to be careful, and that a 
shield was placed on the wound as a 
procection. 

The funeral will be held Saturday at 
1 p. m. from the McGrath homé to val- 
vary Cemetery.

The company is alleged to have repre- 
sented that the land was of fine agri- 
cultural quality and unincumbered. It 
was said to be improved, it is charged, 
because it was railroad land on which 
tin, hep” ises had just expired, a. it 
We ,.epresented, the indictments say, 
that persons purchasing the land would 
have free transportation on the Wash- 
ington & Choctaw Railroad, the purpose 
of the sale being to build up an agri- 
cultural population along this railroad. 
According to the indiciment, the com- 
pany represented that 10 acres of land 
would pay an income of $3000 to $0000 a 
vear and that there were no marshes, 
swamps, underbrush or timber on the 
land. 

The indictments say that none of these 
statements was true; that the Washing- 
ton & Choctaw was simply a logging 
road, with no passenger service, and 
that anyone who could get On. GReeof 
the trains could ride free.

Allen P. Richardson, charged with 
grand larceny in the misappropriation 
of city funds while he was superintend- 
ent of the St. Louis Industrial School, 
took the stand Friday

It was the original plan of the defense 
not to put Richardson on the stand, but 
an anusually strong array of testimony 
offered by the State caused Attorney 
Charles P. Jonnson of Richardson's 
counsel to alter this plan. 

The defense attempted to show Frida;

alfeged to have taken was used to bef- 
ter the conditions of children at the 
school and to maintain a “second-class 
payroll.”’ 

This payroll, was contended, in- 
cluded inmates of the institution, who 
paid for unusual! services which 
could not be expected to perform 
recompense. 

John A. Schnaus ef 5401 Idaho aven- 
nue, formerly an overseer at the school, 
preceeded Richardson on the stand. He 
testified regarding the many outings 
Richardson gave for the children, en- 
larging on the superintendent's gener- 
osity in supplying refreshments, boat 
excursions and moving picture shows. 

bouring Schnaus’ cross-examination 
Assistant Cireult Attorney Griffin 
brought out that. practically all the en- 
tertaining Was done at the expense. of 
the .city.. The moving - picture shows, 
Schnaus admitted, took place within the 
school and the city paid the bills: the 
steamboat excursions were carried by 
the city harbor boat, Erastus Wells, and 
the greater part of all foods and re- 
freshiments came from the school kitch- 
ens. 

Ralph Dix, who was an Inmate of the 
school seven years, and Fred Homer, 
who was there five vears, testified re- 
garding the “second-class payroll.”’ Dix 
said he got $1 a month for hie services, 
and that he was employed on the 
ond-class force’’ not longer than four 
months. 

Although Richardson was arraigned on 
charges covering only his alleged mis- 
conduct for May, 1910, Judge Taylor 
ru'ed that the prosecution might intro- 
duce evidence covering the entire year. 
The defense objected strongly, but the 
Judgdé refused.to reverse hia decision.

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BOILER MAKERS AT 
$3.60 A DAY TOLL 
240 FEET IN AIR 


Workmen on Merchants-Laclede 
Building Smokestack Attract 
Crowds. 


Two boiler makers working 240 feet in 
the air Friday drove rivets as accurate- 
ly and .made as much noise as if they 
were at work on the ground. 

The sound of a hammer driving rivets 
came out of the air and attracted the 
attention of those in the vicinity of 
Fourth and Olive streets Friday. Look- 
ing. upward, the constantly growing 
crowd saw W. E. Fisher and Walter 
Haynes working on a smokestack of the 
Merchants-Laclede Building, 70 feet 
above the roof of the structure. 

While several hundred persons watched 


with mecks craned upward, Haynes 


swung from the outside of the stack @n 
a block and tackle and ‘‘bucked’’ rivets 
with a dalley bar. Fisher, from his 
frail scaffold inside of the three-fnot 
stack, drove in the rivets with a three- 
pound hammer. 

For this work in the air the men 
earned $3.60 a day and made no com- 
plaint about shifty air currents, air 
‘holes or other aerial dangers so often 
mentioned by aviators.

RUSSIA REGARDS 
TRUUBLE AS LOCAL 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—Although re- 
ports from China indicate the purpose of 
the revolutionary movement there is to 
establish a reform government, advices 
receivad at the State Department from 
Ambassador Guild at St. Petersburg say 
the rebellion is regarded in: Russia as 
merely a local affair that will be con- 
fined to. a few provinces, 

In view of the close relations between 
Russia and China, there is an inclina- 
tion to believe that this ts true. 

Ambassador Guild refers to a state- 
ment recently made by Prof. Otto 
Francke of Hamburg, whom he declares 
a recognized authority cn Oriental mat- 
ters. Prof. Francke gave it as his opin- 
ion that the present struggle is an out- 
crop of’ racial antipathy of the Mon- 
golians and does not in any way bear 
an appearance of a movement for re- 
form.

Judge Takes Her Motion for Ali- 
mony and His to Dissolve 
Writ, Under Advisement, 


For the last two days Mrs. William H 
Milfenberger has been, with her three 
children, at the home of her husband, 
whom she sued for divorce a week ago. 
Miltenberger also is in the house, which 
is at 4550 Washington avenue, and he 
and his wife are taking their meals to- 
gether. 

“The chief difference,” said the young 
wife Friday to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
in comparing her present home life with 
that before her suit was filed, ‘“‘is that 
my husband is very kind and pleasant 
to me, and stays in evenings and plays 
with the children until their bedtime. 
We had breakfast together this morn- 
ing, and when he left he said, ‘I'll see 
you later,’ meaning in court.” 

Mrs. Miltenberger’s return to the fam- 
ily residence was cited in Judge 
by Miltenber- 
ger’s lawyer, Jeptha D. Howe, as evi- 
dence that a reconciliation was near. J. 
M. Lashly, the wife’s lawyer, said she 
went there Wednesday because she and 
the children had no other place to stay, 
and that she was keeping to her own 
apartments. 

Two motions were before Judge 
Muench. One was the wife’s motion for 
alimony, pending the divorce hearing; 
the other was the husband’s motion for 
relief from the restraining order, issued 
by Judge Kinsey, which forbade him to 
sell his stock in the La Salle Investment 
Co. or his other property, or to inter- 
fere with the children.

hearings last year which resulted in 
their being placed in the hands of re- 
ceivers. G. Lacy Crawford, whose wife 
is the sister of Mrs. Coudrey, was ap- 
pointed receiver of the International 
concern, and brought suit against the 
American Trust Co. for an accounting 
of $15,300, alleged to have been deposit- 
ed by Coudrey as president of the In- 
icrnational concern and checked out by 
him as if it had been his personal ac 
eount. Coudrey replied that the sum 
was due him from the company on 
commissions for the sale of stock. 

It was alleged during the hearings 
that Coudrey, although investing noth- 
ing in cash in the companies, took out 
profits of $42,000, of which $25,v00, it was 
‘estified, was given to him by Harry 
RP. Gardner, one of his associates, as a 
consideration for Coudrey’s resigning 
the title of president of the sister con- 
cerns. Gardner testified that Coudrey’s 
numerous debts made him a liability, 
rather than an asset, to the firms. 
Soudrey branded Gardner's testimony 
on this point as “a lie.”’ 

In a ietter written by Gardner and 
read at the public hearing before Ref- 
eree Henry 8S. Caulfield, Gardner de- 
clared that Coudreyvy was ‘‘unceremonl- 
onsly dismissed’ from the presidency of 
the companies ‘‘because he took notes 
end securities from the concerns 
amounting to $20,000, handed in checks 
for $25,000 which were not honored, and 
made sales of stocks on which he pock- 
eted the proceeds himself.’”” Coudrey 
hotly denied these accusatious. 

During the testimony it was shown 
that approximately $160,000 in cash had 
>een collected from the sale of stock, 
and cash assets of only $1469.65 could 
% found. Among these assets Was 
$3.80, the last crumb of the $15,500 ac- 
count at the American Trust Co.

Or 
course, there was no play, and Walsh 
simply put the money in his pocket, tell- 
ing Coleman he had lost and that he 
must hurry back to Boston and get 
some more. In that way they stole over 
$300,000 from Coleman.” 

When the crash came Keliher and 
Coleman were arrested. In Boston Keli- 
her got 18 years and Coleman 12. Ever 
since detectives all over the werld had 
been looking for Walsh.

Local Men Refuse to Sell to 
Greater Company, Awaiting 
Legal Developments. 


St. Louis stockholders of the Bell Tele- 
phone Co. of Missouri! may apply to the 
courts for an injunction to restrain the 
American Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
from voting the 68 per cent of Bell stock 
that it owns. The intimation that such 
action is contemplated was made in the 
report of John F. Shepley, a director of 


the Bell, to the local stockholders Thurs- 
day. 

Shepley said he and the other St. Louis 
directors had employed counsel] to ad- 
vise them whether the St. Louis stock- 
holders could prevent the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. from domi- 
nating the Bell Telephone Co. of Mis- 
souri to the detriment of the local stock- 
holders. He said Attorney Benjamin 
Schnyrmacher had given him a verbal 
opinion that the American could not 
legally: vote its stock in the Missouri 
corporation. An injunction forbidding 
the American from voting the stock 
would leave the St. Louis stockholders 
in control of the corporation. 

About i100 Bell stockholders attended 
the meeting in the company’s building, 
at Tenth and Olive streets. Guido Pan- 
teleoni, one of the largest local stock- 
holders, presided. Shepley, as spokes- 
man for the directors who have waged 
vy fight against the American Telephone 
end Telegraph Co.’s domination, made a 
‘org rep: rt to the stuckholders He de- 
clared the parent corporation had caused 
contracts to be made between itself and 
tle Bell that were detrimental to the 
Ltell stockholders. 

Shepley’s report conveyed the impres- 
sion that the St. Louis directors be- 
lieved the local corporation had been 
milked by the parent corporation, and 
that the interests of the lotal stock- 
holders had suffered greatly thereby. 

Shepley’s Charges. 

Shepley made specific charges of mis- 
management of the affairs of the Bell 
company by the parent corporation. 
Among them were: 

That the Bell was required under 
contract to pay to the American 4% 
per cent of its annual gross earnings 
for the use of telephone transmitters 
and receivers and engineering advice. 
As the engineering advice was not 
needed, this contract amounted to a 
charge of $2.04 as an annual rental 
for the instruments which anybody, 
could buy outright for $2.64. In 1910 
this charge for the instruments had 
beén reduced to $1.52. By going into 
the open market the Bell could buy 
the instruments for $1.76 each, or 28 
cents less than the annual rental 
price under the original contract.

It is well for Lieut.-Gov. Nicholls of Ohio, who 
is managing the Harmon presidential campaign 
to remind the people of the quiet but strong and 
efficient Democratic Governor of Ohio who has 
twice carried that former Republican State by 
enormous majorities and has accomplished valu- 
able results for its people.

When the municipality of St. Louis is supply-

Commissioners’ Rooms at the CapitoL 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

It may be of interest to the legal profession 
as well as to the public at large that in the Su- 
preme Court Building at Jefferson City, Mo., will 
be found an anomalous situation not often en- 
countered in public life. 

As will be remembered, the last session of the 
General Assenrbly passed an act creating four 
new judges for the Supreme Court. These are 
denominated commissioners, but, in fact, are tne 
equals of the judges. elected by the people. The 
other day when attending the court I was ushered 
into the “chambers” of one of these commission- 
ers, and to my surprise found a little cramped- 
up room on a par with that occupied by the jan- 
itor of the building. Having theretofore visit.:d 
the palatia) quarters of the judges, I expressed 
great surprise when I was informed that the 
judges could or would not do better. A most 
casual inspection of the building will show that 
the most humble clerk occupies quarters palatial 
in comparison with those assigned to these 
judges. Indeed, the Attorney-General, as wel) as 
the Clerk of the Supreme Court, has suites of 
empty rooms, which evidently serve no other pur- 
;ose than to make work for the janitor. Further- 
more; the judges of the court are furnished with 
sleeping rooms, bathrooms, etc., whereas ile 
commissioners are compelled to seek these com- 
forts at hotels and boarding houses.

It cannot be done as with gas cr 
electricity. Water meters must be undergrou.:4. 
There are scores of thousands of places in the 
city where it would be impossible to instal] sep- 
arate meters for tenants. To make owners e- 
sponsible would be to give any disgruntled ien- 
ant a strangle hold on the throat of the owner, 
He could let the water run day and night and 
the owner would have neither protection against 
the water-bill making nor recourse against an 
irresponsibie tenant. ve BP T.

DERTS EAT UP WEALTH 


Father Was on the Oil Magnate’s 
Notes, but He Can’t Pay 
and Estate Must. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—Startling reve- 
lations in respect to the fortunes of the 
Misses Laura and Helena Stallo were 
expected today at the tearing before 
Dtputy State Comptroller Harburger, 
on the question of the inheritance tax to 


be paid on the estate which the young 
girls inherited from their grandfather, 
the late Alexander McDonald, Standard 
Oil magnate. 

According to the accounting filed by 
the administrator of the estate, the $50,- 
000,000 which it was reported at the 
time of his death McDonald had left, 
has virtually vanished, and the “heir- 
esses”’ are confronted with a deficit of 
about $80,000. 

The Misses Stallo still have the $200,000 
or sO which each inherited from the 
estate of their grandmother, Mrs. Mc- 
Donald, but it may mean, it is said, a 
considerable retrenchment from the man- 
ner of living to which they have been 
accustomed. The virtual disappearance 
of the McDonald millions is due to the 
vast number of claims that were un- 
heard of at the time of McDonald's 
cGeath, but which since have poured in 
from all quarters. 

Claims Are Admitted. 

The Metropolitan Trust Co. is the pres- 
ent administrator, having been appoint- 
ed by the surrogate on the petition of 
Stallo, whose first -wife was McDon- 
ald’s only daughter. Stallo is now mar- 
ried to the divorced wife of Dan Hanna, 
son of the late Mark Hanna. 

The proof of the great majority of 
the unexpected claims was of such a 
character that the administrator was 
compelled to admit them, but those of 
about® $500,000 worth were disallowed. 
The courts will be asked to rule upon 
these and if they are admitted the de- 
ficit will be much larger than $80,000. 
Among the claims disallowed is one 
for $71,000 put in by the present Mrs. 
Stallo, the step-mother. According to 
Mrs. Stallo, McDonald presented to her 
certain stock of that value, but she is 
net now in possession of it. 

Among the liabilities of the estate are 
several notes, one for more than $2,400,- 
made by McDonald jointly with 
Stallo. The administering trust com- 
pany says the whole of these must be 
paid by the estate, because so far as it 
can learn Stallo himself is not possessed 
of any tangible property, nor has he 
any. source of income sufficient to en- 
able him to pay his share. 

For some years prior to McDonald’s 
death Stallo held his power of attor- 
ney. 

The Misses Stallo are now residing at 
the Hotel Manhattan with Mrs. Car- 
penter, a niece of their late grand, 
mother, Mrs. McDonald. 

Miss Helena Stallo, who lately broke 
her engagement to wed Nils Florman, 
who claims descent from Swedish kings, 
has been seen much of late in company 
with young Mitchell of Cincinnati, who 
was one of her childhood friends. Flor- 
man has made no attempt to call on 
her since her return here from Prince 
Edward Island. His uncle, Count Bon- 
de of Sweden, who arrived here early 
this week, has been much in confer- 
en.. with Stallo. :
